The Liberty Loan subscriptions in 
this county lacked 
but 
$2,000 
of 
making a gain of $100,000 since the 
report of yesterday. 
Today’s total 
for the county showed $543,100 
as 
compared to $445,700 yesterday. 
This places 
Rush 
county 
very 
close 
to her 
minimum quota 
of 
$590,000, but only a little more than 
half of her maximum quota of $944,- 
000. 
The maximum quota is what 
the county 
expects 
to 
raise 
this 
week, officials of the county com­ 
mittee are hopeful of accomplishing 
it before Saturday night, with sev­ 
eral patriotic demonstrations in the 
county, including the 
one 
at 
the 
Graham Annex 
auditorium 
in this 
city tomorrow night. 
The 
Liberty 
Bond 
meeting 
at 
Carthage last 
night resulted in tne 
Bank 
of Carthage’s 
subscriptions 
being almost doubled today and sim­ 
ilar results are expected from other 
places where the meetings are held. 
“Although we made a substantial 
increase in today’s report," said 
a 
banker this morning, 
“ we 
have a 
long way to go yet 
and there will 
have to be many more 
people re­ 
spond to the 
country s 
call 
for 
money before 
we reach 
our maxi­ 
mum.” 
The address regarding the Liberty 
Loan will be made tomorrow night 
’by Frederick A. Matson, of the Ind­ 
ianapolis law firm of Matson, Cain 
and Ross. 
Mr. Matson was recom­ 
mended to the local committee 
as 
one of the best informed men on the 
government bond question as well as, 
one of the best 
speakers 
who had 
offered his services to the Indiana­ 
polis committee. 
The meeting will be held at 
the 
Graham Annex auditorium at seven- 
thirty o’clock and a talk will also 
be made by Lieutenant Raymond T. 
Ross of Crawfordsville, 
who 
was 
disabled while flying 
over the Ger­ 
man lines in France as a member 
of the French aviation corps.

Many Persons of German 
Parentage Are Subscribing 


Rush county people of Ger­ 
man parentage have subscribed 
liberally to the Second Liberty 
Loan of 1917. 
It was been di­ 
vulged that of tlie eighty sub­ 
scriptions received at tho Ma­ 
nilla 
bank, 
forty-one 
came 
from persons of German p a r­ 
entage. 
The majority of Ger­ 
mans in 
the county live 
in 
Walker township. 
These forty- 
one subscriptions amounted to 
$39,859, which is almost half of 
the total subscriptions received 
at the Manilla bank, which yes­ 
terday amounted to $62,200. 
A. L. Gary, chairman of the 
Rnsh County Council of De­ 
fense, yesterday called all the 
banks in the county and found 
that up to that time only 740 
persons had subscribed to the 
Liberty 
Loan. 
This is only 
one-twent.v-seventh of the pop- 
ulatiQBrof the county. 


Food conservation 
and other al­ 
lied war-time subjects

•them home 
for 
their 
mothers to 
sign them. 
In this way

lieved many wortien will be reached 
who might not otherwise get the op­ 
portunity to sign a pledge card.
